Thelsuch remains with us as does 
his offical record as Judge of 
Probate from May, 1878, to 
December, 1892. 


Some one has well remark- 


ed: “Our names are gven to 


us, but we give to them their 
meaning.” Unlike this, Judge 
B. M. Stevens chose his own 
nave. but like unto the litter 
quotation, he 
gave to this name its meaning. 
In both his private and public 
life, Judge Stevens was a most 
affable, courteous and genial 
gentleman. 

Gentility is the word that ex- 
presses his character. With 
good will towards all, malice 
towards none, he pushed for- 
ward with a spirit of fervor in 
his work of making a record 
worthy of emulation in days 
since and in days to come. His 
political enemies were those 
who did not want him to be 
Probate Judge: were those 
who sought to get rid of him 
by scheming methods and by 
resorting to persecution of the 
most ignoble sort. In all this 
he showed himself to be the 
“man of the hour.” 

The rise of Judge B. M. 
Stevens from a ditch digger in 
Elba to Probate Judge of his 
countv in less than eight years 
is most remarkable. He came 
to Elba from the state of Texas 
about the year of 1870. He 
began his work here: and dig- 
ged the old ditch running from 
the colored Baptist Church by 
the Baptist pastorium and the 
rear of the Judge Rowe resi- 
dence to White Water Creek. 
I am informed that he taught 
school for a short time, then

The program was:|give any personal history of the 
life of Judge Stevens, prior to 
his coming to Elba, I am con- 
fronted with most meager data. 
Here he appeared first as a 


‘ditch digger.’ His work as 


Thelsuch remains with us as does 
his offical record as Judge of 
Probate from May, 1878, to 
December, 1892. 


Some one has well remark- 


ed: “Our names are gven to 


us, but we give to them their 
meaning.” Unlike this, Judge 
B. M. Stevens chose his own 
nave. but like unto the litter 
quotation, he 
gave to this name its meaning. 
In both his private and public 
life, Judge Stevens was a most 
affable, courteous and genial 
gentleman. 

Gentility is the word that ex- 
presses his character. With 
good will towards all, malice 
towards none, he pushed for- 
ward with a spirit of fervor in 
his work of making a record 
worthy of emulation in days 
since and in days to come. His 
political enemies were those 
who did not want him to be 
Probate Judge: were those 
who sought to get rid of him 
by scheming methods and by 
resorting to persecution of the 
most ignoble sort. In all this 
he showed himself to be the 
“man of the hour.” 

The rise of Judge B. M. 
Stevens from a ditch digger in 
Elba to Probate Judge of his 
countv in less than eight years 
is most remarkable. He came 
to Elba from the state of Texas 
about the year of 1870. He 
began his work here: and dig- 
ged the old ditch running from 
the colored Baptist Church by 
the Baptist pastorium and the 
rear of the Judge Rowe resi- 
dence to White Water Creek. 
I am informed that he taught 
school for a short time, then 
studied law, was admitted to 
the practice of law in Flba 
and was appointed County At- 
torney, succeeding Attorney w 
D. Roberts in this position dur- 
ing the latter part of Judge 
B. M. Weeks’ administration.

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A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHDPRDPAS, The Legislature of Ala 
ama at an extraordinary or @pectal 
ession held under proclamation ts 
sued by Governor William W. Bran 
ion, which said Legislature convened 
tt the State Capitol on Tuesaday, De 
cembor 28, 1926, has ordered an elec 
lion by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, which proposed amend 
ment ts herein set forth and has or 
dered that the election be held upon 
said proposed amendment to the Con 
stitution of Alabama on Tuesday, the 
12th day of April, 1927; and 

WHBRHEAS, Notice of such election, 
together with the proposed amendment 
is required by law to be given by 
proclamation of the Governor; 

NOW THEREFORE, I, Bibb Graves, 
Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and pro- 
claim that on Tuesday the 12th day of 
April, 1927, an election will be held 
at the several polling places within 
the State of Alabama for the vote of 


the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama In the mauner and form end 
places as requirad by law, upon the 
following amendment to the Consti 


tution of Alabama, viz.: 

ARTICLE XX A. Section 1, The 
State is authorized to engage in the 
construction, improvement, repair and 
maintenance of public roads, highways 
and bridges in the State of Alabama. 
To this end and for this purpose the 
State is authorized to appropriate 
funds, and also to issue and «eell In- 
terest-boaring negotiable State bonds 
in addition to these already author 
{zed and sold undey Article XX, as an 
amendment to the Constitution of 1901, 
in an amount not to exceed the sum 
of twenty-five millon dollars ($26, 
000,000.00); to be issued under such 
denominations, numbers and series, 
and maturing at such times as may 
be provided by law; all such bonds 
shall bear a rate of interest not 
greater than six per cent per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and shall be 
eold at a price not lese than the par 
value thereof. The State Highway 
Commission or Highway Department 
6hall locate, construct, and maintain 
highways and State trunk roads so as 
to connect each county seat with the
